Tbe Rainfall Last Week L'nevealy Distrib- 
■t«d-Weekly Report of tll« 
Weather Bareaa. 

Tbe weatlier of the ilr8t half of the 
week was dry and cool, the temperature, 
especially of the nlRbts, beinx quite low 
for the season. The heat increased rap- 
idly alter Wednesday, and showery con- 
dltiona set In on Friday, and oontlnoad to 
tha close of the week. The rainfall, 
however, was poorly dietributed, some 
localitiea receiving very little or oon« at 
all, ami other? entirely too much. 

la Hart, La Kue, I'ulaski ami (irayson 
oounties, in tbe Central Section, and in 
Carapbell, in the extreme north Central 
Section, there is a jjeneral complaint of 
injury from drouth, while in Caldwell, 
Orittenden, Livingston, Union and Chris- 
tian counties, in the Western Section, the 
rains were so heavy as to cau?e consider- 
able daoiafte to young tobacco and to 
wheat in ataeka and tbockt, washing the 
first out of the ground, and cansinf; the 
latter to sprout. Although there is more 
4f laaa complaint of tobacco "frencbing," 
crop? Iiavc niadf anhstantial progrees. 
Corn is ail laid by, the fields clear of 
weeds and grass, and a few corree^pond- 
onts report roasting ears. Tobacco is be- 
ing topped and some of the early planted 
llelda have been laid by. Wheat threeb- 
ing ia progressing with generally good 
yields. Oats are turning out only fairly 
well. Hemp continuef; to improve and 
all minor crops are groNving well and in 
good condition.

W.\siu.\(.roN, July 1!).— The record of 
this moist remarkable year in the com- 
merce of the United States which has 
just been completed by the Bureau of 
Statistics, becomes especially interesting 
when compared with that of preceding 
years. 

Not only <lor8 (he j-ear's record surpass 
that of any previous year in the total ex- 
portations and tbe exports of mannfac- 
tured articles, but for the first time in 
tbe history of tbe country tbe exports 
are twice as great aa the importa and the 
exports of manufactures exceed the im- 
ports of mauufactures. 

The value of the exportationa of the 
fiscal year 1808 is more than seven times 
that of 1865, four times as much as in 
1S09, twice as much as in 1K77, (iO per 
cent, more than in 1887, 20 per cent, in 
excess of tbe great commercial year of 
i^''-', and *lM),ooo,000 more than the 
greatest year of our export trade— 1897. 

This extension of oor export trade has 
been in all parts of the world, but espec- 
ially with tbe distant points and with 
those cooatriea and continents which bat 
a decade ago ptirchaaed bat Uttla of onr 
productions. 

To Africa, which in 1888boaKht bat a 
little over;|3,000,000 worth of oor pro- 
dactions, we have, during the paat year, 
eold ? 17,000,000 worth; to Japan, which 
took but little over 14,000,000 worth in 
1888, oor sales in the year jaat ended 
were valiK d at 121,000,000 ; to China 
which took bat |t,800,000 worth in 18«», 
we Bold in 1808 110,000,000 worth ; to 
Austria-Hungary, which took less than 
$600,000 worlli lu 18bH, our sales in 181)8 
were over ^,000,000 in value ; Belgium, 
which took less than $10,000,000 worth 
in 1888, took f47,000,000 worth in 1898 ; 
Denmark increased from $3,000,000 in 
1888 toover$12,000,000in 1898; theNeth- 
erlanda from 116,000,000 in 1888 to about
